1990 Was Not Vintage 
Year For Crawford Co. 


Crawford County took it on the chin during the first year of 
a new decade. County residents, on the whole, seem to have 
encountered more problems in 1990 than in other years. 

The May forest fires that hit Grayling, Lovells, and South 
Branch townships were the most destructive in the county’s 
history. Total damages topped $6 million. Dozens of homes 
were destroyed, close to a hundred garages, sheds, and vehicles 
were burned, and wild animals and pets were killed. It was 
remarkable that no persons were killed in the fires. 

At the end of August, the elements again rudely returned to 
damage dozens of homes at Mobile Home Estates. Hundreds 
of trees were knocked by a wind storm, but again, no one was 
seriously hurt, 

On November 5, most of the county was bowled over by 
about a foot of wet snow. Tree tops and branches everywhere 
were snapped off. Power lines were also damaged and most of 
the county lost electricity for several hours to several days. 

In January, the community lost its A & P grocery store, 


which closed after 69 years of business in Grayling. Denny’s 
IGA, which took over the building, was severely damaged in 
November when a fire struck. 

On top of all these jolts, the community was swept right into 
the middle of the Persian Gulf crisis. About 30 of our young 
service men and women have been sent to the desert and 
several Camp Grayling National Guard detachments from 
Camp Grayling have been mobilized. The community held 
three tearful send-offs for the National Guards units. Yellow 
ribbons and flags are being disptayed until the service men and 
women return home safely. 

FOR THE GOOD NEWS 

On the happier side of the coin, the Grayling High School 
Band receiving a top rating at the State Band Festival in March 
may have been some of the best news the community cheered 
about in 1990. 

The GHS football team also beat old-time rival Gaylord 37-

County Budget Tight For 1991 


Crawford County is facing another flat budget for 1991. 

“We are anticipating spending in 1991 what we did this 
year,” explained county treasurer, Joseph Wakeley, “with the 
exception of about $59,000." 

If the 1990 projected budget is correct, the county will have 
exceeded its original budget by about $200,000. 

“The $2.7 million that was our original budget ended up $2.9 
million which is about cight percent more than we anticipated 


this time last year,” said Wakeley. “I don’t think that’s too 
Wakeley said work on the annual budget begins about 15 
months in advance of the new year and if it comes within 10 
percent, he feels it is a good margin. 
“T would have been delighted if it would have been eight 
percent under instead of over,” he said, “but overall I think we 
operated within last year’s proposed budget.”

Morse Begins Serving Sentence 
While Waiting For Appeal 


A plaque with the words “Firm but Fair” hung over the 
entrance of the Installation Detention Facility at Fort Riley, 
Kansas, as PVT George Morse arrived at 6 p.m. on Tuesday, 
December 18, to begin serving a five-month prison sentence 
for refusing to participate in Operation Desert Shield. Morse 
was also demoted from sergeant to private and faces a bad 
conduct discharge when he finishes his jail term. 

Regular appeal procedures will be followed as soon as the 
convening authority, Major General Thomas Rhame, Com- 
manding General for the First Infantry Division, reviews and 
rules on Monday's court-martial. Morse’s attorney, CPT Jerry 
Linn, estimates it will be February before an appeal will be 
scheduled. 


According to Morse’s father, George Morse, Sr., of Gray- 
ling, Major General Rhames can reduce the sentence or ap- 
prove it, but he cannot increase the sentence passed by the 
court-martial judge. 

“With good time, George could be out sometime in April,” 
said George, Sr. 

Morse was court-martialed on Monday, December 17, on 
eight counts of failure to obey orders. The trial lasted from 9:30 
a.m. to about 3:30 p.m. 

Morse had tried to file for conscientious objector status after 
learning his unit was scheduled for deployment to the Persian 
Gulf area, but the Army refused to accept his application until 
his unit was in Saudi Arabia. Morse was scheduled to be 
discharged from the Army on December 20, but his enlistment 
had been extended because of the Middie East crisis. 


“During the hearing, when asked how he would describe 
George’s performance, his platoon sergeant called George a 
‘full speed soldier,’” said Morse's father. “His senior non- 
commissioned officer, when asked where he would rank George 
said of the other eleven E-5 sergeants he ranked Morse first or 
second.” 

George, Sr. said throughout the trial, other than the charges 
of his son’s refusal to assist in any activity that would support 
Operation Desert Shield, every witness testified to his son’s 
excellence as a soldier, 

Despite this, he said the prosecuting attorney for the Army, 
in his summation, asked the court to “make an example” of 
Morse’s action to discourage others who may look up to Morse 
and contemplate taking the same action. 

Following sentencing, the court granted’ Morse a 24-hour 
stay of confinement to enable him to finalize arrangements for 
his wife and daughter’s return trip to Michigan, 

Morse’s military defense council said this was the first time 
he had seen a 24-hour stay granted and said it “attests to 
George's character.” 

“George always said jail time was not the question,” ex- 
plained his father, “if he got ithe could serve it. But he also said 
even one day would be inappropriate as a reaction to his free 
expression of his rights.” 

“This is over,” said Morse’s mother, Lorna, “but this is only 
the first piece of the puzzic, Hopefully,” she continued, “this 
will prepare the way for other soldiers and service personnel to 
follow their consciences and submit their applications for 
conscientious objector status, without fear.” 


The county began 1990 with a $147,703 beginning fund 
balance and was able to realize an additional $119,656 in 
revenues beyond what was budgeted. The beginning fund 
balance for 1991 will be slightly less than $40,000. 

REVENUE CHANGES IN 1991 

Anticipated revenue changes in 1991 include a $12,000 
decrease in state revenue sharing. 

“Normally we would get between $12,000 and $18,000 in 
additional revenue every year,” said Wakeley. “But we're pro- 
jecting that to be flat next year, too.” 

In 1990 Crawford County received about $120,000 in reve- 
nue sharing funds, but the 1991 budget is projecting only 
$118,000. 

“The state has already talked about a one percent reduction, 
which is $1,200,” said Wakeley, “and after the legislature 
comes back they are going to deal with the second round of cuts 
to get the state’s budget in balance.” 

The county anticipates an increase of about $14,000 in reve- 
nues from District Court. 

Wakeley said this projection is based on the court’s patterns 
established over a two year period. 

“We look at what they did for the previous two years, what 
they did the first 10 months of 1990 and then using these 
figures,” he said, “try to project what they will do next year,” 
This is the same procedure used to estimate revenues for all 
departments. 

Revenue from the Crime Victims Program through the State 
of Michigan, which is part of the prosecuting attorney’s office, 
will be down about $8,000 next year because the state is no 
longer going to reimburse for the time a prosecutor spends on 
the program. 

Wakeley said the program will continue to reimburse for 
office expenses and clerical staff, butnothing for the prosecutor’ s 
time. 

“This is fairly typical of state programs,” said Wakeley. 
“They get the programs going and then, after a period of time,

they begin changing what services they will fund.” Wakeley 
said it is also typical of what the state does in tight economical 
times. 

“Hf the money’s there, fine, they'll do iz, bur if the money is 
drying up, then they change how they will reznburse you,” he 
said.

PROJECT 1991 EXPENDITURES 

Progected expenditures for 1991 are about as flat as its 

The county’s General Government category, which consists 
of 2! departments, is projecting expenditures about $34,000 
less than projected it the 1990 budget. 

Last year’s budget incladed aboot $50,000 for the 
courthouse’s new roof atid Wakeley said the county is not 
planning any major building or repair projects in 1991. 

The Pubtic Safety budget is ap about $50,000. Nearly 
$30,000 of that is an itictease in the sheriff department’ s badget 
and reflects the purchase of two new patrol cars and a change 
in tepayment schedules. 

“We've bees purchasing cars and then paying for them on a 
three year payment schedule,” said Wakeley, “but we've 
charged to two year plaris because we were running out of 
miles before the third year payments were up.” 

Fritige benefit expenses are op about $40,000 in the 1991 
badget, due mainly to hikes in Blue Cross/Blue Shield insur- 
ance rates. The county is also going to have to kick in $9,300 
for retirement. 

“For the past three yeats the retitetient system has been so 
well futided we five not had to contribute to it,” explained 
Wakeley. “Now we are begitinitig a five-year phase back to the 
progtani that requited the county to contribute about $40,000 
annually.” He said payments, figured on a percentage of the 
county’s gross payroll, could go even higher than $40,000. 

1990 BUDGET OVERAGES 

Departments that exceeded their 1990 budgets inchided

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A Look At The Crawford Co. Probate Court Teen Jury 


(The following excerpts were taken from an article writ- 
ten by Crawford County Probate Court Judge John Hunter 
printed in “Colleague,” a quarterly publication of the 
Michigan Judicial Institute. The entire articte is available 
at the Probate Court office in the county courthouse.) 


During the spring of 1990 the Crawford 
County Probate Court, in cooperation with 
the Crawford Ausable School Districtin Gray- 
ling, Michigan, began utilizing a “teen jury” 
program, A teen jury consists of 12junior and 
senior high school students who make written 
recommendations to the Juvenile Judge re- 
garding the disposition order for a juvenile 
delinquent. The proceeding is generally a'/2 
day affair with the jurors spending a majority 
of their time questioning the juvenile and his 
or her parent(s). All teen jury cases proceed 
under the consent calendar of the court. This 
article explores the legal basis of the program, 
the specific format used in the Crawford 
County Probate Court, the practical ramifica- 
tions of the “teen jury” program, and our 
experience to date. 


Initiating Proceedings 


Procedures in the Juvenile Division of the 
Probate Court are governed by court rules. 
The juvenile process is commenced much in 
the same fashion as the adult court system, 
that is, by the filing of a written charging 
document known asa“ petition.” MCR 5.931. 
The first step in the judicial proceeding is the 
probable cause determination. If the neces- 
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sary probable cause is found, and the petition 
is authorized, the judicial officer may proceed 
on the formal calendar or may place the matter 
on the consent calendar. MCR 5.932(B)&(C). 


The Formal Calendar 


If a case proceeds on the formal calendar, | 
generally schedule a pre-trial conference as 
soon practicable, and then the matter is “adju- 
dicated” by way of plea or trial. The disposi- 
tional phase (similar to a sentencing in an 
adult court) then follows if needed. 


Types of Offenses and Offenders 


We screen all potential “teen jury” cases by 
the following criteria: the offense must be a 
misdemeanor, had it been committed by an 
adult, and the juvenile must be a “first of- 
fender” in the sense that he/she has had no 
prior contact with the juvenile court system, 
From a practical standpoint, the types of of- 
fenses most commonly encquntered are retail 
fraud (shoplifting) and minor assaultive of- 
fenses. Part of our criteria also involves a 
determination that the juvenile and his or her 
parent(s) are willing to cooperate with the 
program once we explain the format to them. 
To date, we have not had any parents or 
juveniles unwilling to bea part of the teen jury 


program. 
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The Consent Nature of the Proceedings 


After providing the juvenile and the parents 
with a general overview of the proceedings, a 
written waiver of counsel is executed. A plea 
of admission is taken in a separate proceed- 
ing. Thereafter, on a separate date, a jury of 
the juvenile’s peers is brought in for the spe- 
cific purpose of questioning the juvenile and 
his or her parent(s), and making recommen- 


dations to me regarding an order of disposi- 


tion. Perhaps the most difficult aspect of the 
proceeding, from the point of view of the 
juvenile and his or her parent(s), is their 
willingness to field questions from a panel of 
12 teen jurors. The questions are very probing 
as they concern the family structure, rela- 
tionships, and problems that may have devel- 
oped in the home. For those affected parties 
willing to go through this process and subject 
themselves to such scrutiny, I agree to the 
following: the dispositional proceeding will 
not be open to the public (although records of 
same’are open to public inspection), and any 
order of disposition that is entered and that is 
complied with by the juverile (and perhaps 
the parent(s) of the juvenile) will result in the 
matter being “set aside” under the applicable 
court rule. If the order of disposition is not 


complied with, I make it clear that the matter 


will be immediately transferred to the formal 
calendar and proceed on the court's regular 
docket. 


The Jury Pool 


Our teen jurors come from the junior and 
senior classes of the local high school. At the 
beginning of each school year, I make a pre- 
sentation on the program to all junior and 
senior high school students. Those interested 
in the program fill out participation request 
forms. The teachers responsible for high school 
courses in Civics, American Government, 
and/or American History courses, distribute 
the forms to the students. These teachers are 
also responsible for obtaining parental con- 
sent slips for the individual jurors. Once an 


overall panel of taen jurors is assembled, our. 


court requires each feen jurot to submit a 
short essay on why they want 4 be a part of 
the program. 


The Nature of the Proceelings 


Teen jury cases are “informay and very 
flexible under the court rule. Hiwever, for 
the benefit of the juvenile, the parent(s), and 
the teen jurors, [inject an element ¢ formality 
by using tailored criminal jury instuctions in 
order toapprise all in attendance ofthe gravity 
of the matter. The panel of jurors 6 a whole 
is summoned in the same fashion @ an adult 
jury and all proceedings take pace in a 
courtroom, on the record. As withany j jury 
trial, the entire panel appears in cott on the 
day designated for the teen jury progam and 
12 jurors, a clerk, and a bailiff, are @osen at 
random to participate. 

In both my opening and closing conments 
to the seated jurors I emphasize that: hey are 
not present to make a determinationbf guilt 
or innocence, as that has already been tone by 
way of thejuvenile’s plea of admissionRather, 
their role is that of an advisory pael for 
purposes of my dispositional order. ;I also 
inform the jurors that, while I am not villing 
to abdicate my discretion in enteringa dis- 
position order, I will listen very careflly to 
and thoughtfully consider each and: every 
recommendation they make. 

Regarding the recommendations the the 
jurors make, they are advised that appbpri- 
ate types of recommendation for an or¢r of 
disposition include a written theme by the 
juvenile, a letter of apology, probation ami the 
length thereof, in-home detention and ion- 
ditions and/or victim service work, monéary 
restitution, or simply a warning and dismisal 
with no further action to be taken. A sinple 
majority vote suffices for their recommentla- 
tion. 

After the opening comments and the opin- 
ing jury instruction are given, I then allow he 
questions and answers to begin. All of he 
teenjurors are provided witha standard listof 
written questions that they may use if thy

desire. While these standard questions may 
help “prime and pump,” the jurors are not 
limited to the written questions. 

Following the questioning, (which in my 
e\perience takesanywhere from 1'Ato2‘Ahours) 
the final instructions are given to the jury. The 
bailiff (who is drawn from the overall teen 
juror panel) is then sworn to his or her oath 
and the jury is escorted into the jury room for 
deliberations. Once deliberations are com- 
plete, the teen jury provides me with written 
recommendations as to an order of disposition. 


The Teen Jury in Action 


My experience with our teen jury program 
has been that the jurors take their job very 
seriously and are consistently firm when 
dealing with both the juvenile and the 
juvenile’s parent(s). At the conclusion of the 
first case in the teen jury program, I ques- 
tioned the jurors individually and asked them 
for ideas to improve the format. The jurors 
requested that the questionand answer format 
be divided so that they had the opportunity to 
question the juvenile in the presence of his or 
her parent(s) and also alone ata later segment 
of the proceedings with the parents absent. I 
incorporated that recommendation into our 
overall format, subject to the consent of the 
juvenile’s parent(s). This allows a much more 
candid interchange between jurors and juve- 
niles in sensitive areas concerning the 
juvenile’s family relationship. 

The teen jurors have an incredible ability to 
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get to the heart of the matter quickly and 
intelligently. Their questions and general 
areas of inquiry concern the juvenile’s feeling 
about the offense itself, the juvenile’s self- 
image, as well as the juvenile’s relationship 
with his or her parent(s) and/or siblings. 
Likewise, the jurors probe deeply into the 
relationship between parent and child and 
the potential need for a restructuring of that 
relationship. During the first several pro- 
ceedings, [made myself“ bite my tongue” and 
did not interfere with the on-going question- 
ing of the juvenile and parent(s) by the jurors. 
I was concerned that certain areas I wanted 
explored would not be explored. How wrong 
I was! In each and every case the jurors 
ultimately explored all relevant facets of the 


juvenile’s life and his or her relationship with 
parent(s) and siblings. They also queried the 
juvenile with regard to friends, substance 
abuse, how he/she was doing in school, the 
relationship the juvenile had with his or her 
teachers, extra-curricular activities, ifany,and 
why, in the juvenife’s estimation, the offense 
occurred. At one point during our proceed- 
ings, 1 of the teen jurors stated to the juvenile: 
“You don’t appear to be taking this very se- 
riously, why is that?” That helped set the 
tenor for the remainder of the proceedings, 
which the juvenile took very seriously. 

In addition to being thorough, many of the 
jurors are stern in their recommendations. 
They have recommended in-home detention 
with strict curfews and community and/or 
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victim service work. Many of their recom- 
mendations have been in excess of that which 
I would have imposed on the juvenile had I 
heard the case without the teen jury. In one 
shoplifting case, the jurors recommended that 
the juvenile sweep up and police the grounds 
of the affected store. The jury said that the 
juvenile should do this work every day after 


school and on weekends, When I inquired of 


the jury whether they meant to recommend 
weekends only and, if so, for how long a 
period of time, they were not bashful in 
pointing out to me that it was their feeling the 
juvenile should do the victim service work 7 
days a week during the entire recommended 
6 month period of probation! In that particular 
case I entered an interim dispositional order 
providing that the juvenile do the requisite 
victim service work at the affected store for 
the first 30 days, on a schedule to be arranged 
by the juvenile officer, after which I would 
review the matter. 


Inanother case, the jurors discerned that 1 of 
the outstanding problems in the family unit 
was that the parent(s) paid too muchattention 
to younger siblings rather than spending time 
alone with the juvenile. One of the jury's 
recommendations, which! adopted and made 
a part of my order of disposition, was that the 


parent(s) spend at least 1 hour per day ona 
one-on-one basis solely with the juvenile so 
that better communication skills developed 
between parent and child. 
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Benefits for All Involved 


From the teen jurors’ standpoint, this is a 
wonderful hands-on opportunity in training 
for citizenship and adulthood. Not only does 
it expose the jurors to the juvenile court pro- 
cess, but it allows them to participate directly 
in shaping recommendations for the best in- 
terests of another teenager. The overall peer 


effect can’t be undérestimated. 


Conclusion 


The teen jury program has beer: well re- 
ceived in the community. Ihave beenstopped 
on the street by a number of parents of jurors 
who participated in our program. All of the 
comments that I received were positive. They 
thanked me for allowing their child to become 
actively involved in the court system and 
appeared to genuinely believe that their child 
benefited from being part of the teen jury 
process. Additionally, other members of the 
community whose children were not involved 
in the teen jury process have approached me 
with positive comments about the true “jury 
of peers” approach with teenagers. 

Those of us with teenagers understand the 
vexing and complex issues involved in com- 
municating with our children. This seems to 
be a general understanding of most adults, 

whether or not they currently have teenage 

children. Adults in general have been appre- 

ciative of our court's efforts at attempting a 

unique approach when dealing with our 

county's children.

The tiny four year old girl 
stood anxiously in line. She 
just knew that the white 
bearded man in the red suit 
was her last hope. 

Daddy had promised that if 
she would just be a good little 
girl and not leave her toys all 
over the living room he 
wouldn’t have to be mad at 
her and Mommy all the time, 
So she always put her toys 
away and she even ate all her 
vegetables because she knew 
that would also please Daddy. 
But last night during supper 
Mommy and Daddy started 
yelling again and when she 
cried Daddy tofd her she was 
bad and sent her to bed. Then 
she heard Daddy hit Mommy 
and she heard Mommycrying. 

Well, even if Daddy broke 
his promise to her, maybe 
Mommy told her the truth, 
Mommy said that Christmas 
was coming soon and if she 
was a good litde girl Santa 
would bring her anything she 
asked for. Now she was next 
in tine and her heart was rac- 
ing. 

“Ho, ho ho! And what do 


you want for Christmas, little 
girl?” said Santa. 

She climbed bravely on 
Santa’s lap, gulped back her 
tears and whispered sotty, “I 
want you to make Mommy 
and Daddy love cach other 
again.” 


Domestic violence doesn’t 
stop when the holiday season 
begins.

River House Shelter pro- 
vides asafe home, twenty four 
hourcrisis line and crisis inter- 
vention services for domestic 
violence victims from the four- 
county area. Since the pro- 
gram began in 1986, we have 
served 1,216 women and chil- 
dren and responded to 1,500 
crisis calls. Through individ- 
ual and group counseling, we 
provide safe optionsand teach 
the adult victims alternatives 
to abusive behavior patterns. 
Since children are often the 
“forgotten victims” of domes- 
tic violence, we also have a 


special program which is de- 
signed to help children de- 
velop self esteem and lear 
non-violent ways of express- 
ing their feelings. Our 
Children’s Program provides 
support and caring as well as 
valuable lessons in self- 
growth. 


During the past year, River 
House Shelter has expanded 
its services to include four 
weekly support groups for 
adults and children. The 
groups are currently held in 
Crawford and Roscommon 
counties but will be extended 
into Ogemaw and Oscoda 
counties during the coming 
year, Since our staff is lim- 
ited, we are in great need of 
volunteer help, especially with 
the children’s support groups.
